I- 

This  Association  shall  consist  of  the  decendants  of  Hans  Graf, 
who  fled  from  the  persecutions  against  the  Mennonites  in  Switzer- 
land, near  the  close  of  the  seventeenth  century  ;  and  afterwards 
settled  on  Graf's  run,  where  Levi  W.  Groff  now  resides,  in  West  Earl 
township,  Lancaster  county,  Pennsylvania,  Anno  Domini  1717.  He 
having  been  the  first  settler  of  Earl  township,  (since  divided  into 
Earl,  East  Earl  and  West  Earl,)  whi.-h  was  named  in  honor  of  him, 
A.  D.,  1729  ;  Earl  being  the  English  name  for  Graf. 

II. 

The  object  of  this  association,  shall  be  to  trace  up  the  history  of 
said  Hans  Graf ;  to  make  a  family  tree  of  all  his  descendants ;  to 
compile  and  preserve  their  history  ;  collect  information,  relics,  and 
mementoes,  and  to  hold  meetings  for  social  intercourse  and  mutua^ 
improvement. 

III. 

The  organization  of  this  association  shall  be  in  Lancaster  county, 
Pennsylvania,  and  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice  President,  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  nine 
members,  which  shall,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable,  be  so  distributed 
that  the  descendants  of  each  one  of  the  six  sons  of  said  Hans  Graf, 
shall  have  at  least  one  member  of  said  committee. 

IV. 

The  President,  or  Vice  President  shall  preside  over  the  meet* 
ings  of  the  association,  preserve  order,  and  submit  such  matters  for 
their  action,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  He  may  call  special 
meetings,  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  a  majority  of  the  Execu, 
five  Committee. 

V. 

The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  books  and  records  of  the 
association,  and  shall  do  the  general  correspondence,  and  keep  correct 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 


VI. 

Th(^  Treasurer  shall  havi*  I  ho  custody  of  ih«r  funds  of  tho  associar- 
tion,  relics,  donations,  and  any  property  that  may  come  in  its  pos- 
•©ssion.  lie  shall  be  authorized  to  pay  out  smy  money  in  the  Treas- 
ury upon  the  order  of  the  I'resident. 

VH. 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  eoTiJunction  with  the  other  officers, 
shall  have  the  ueneral  direction  and  manaiiremitnt  of  the  association  ; 
the  disposition  of  its  funds  ;  and  may  by  appointment  fill  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  in  their  conmnt  tee,  or  in  any  ofTlce  of  the  associa- 
tion, until  the  next  annual  meetinjj:,  to  which  they  shall  make  a  re- 
port of  all  tlieir  proceedings. 

VJII. 

All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  annual  meeting;,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until  their  succes- 
8or.s  are  duly  appointed. 

IX. 

Any  person  who  is  a  descendant  of  said  Hans  Graf,  may  become  a 
member  of  this  association,  by  signing  these  articles  and  paying  into 
the  Treasury  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  towards  defraying  incidental  ex- 
y)enses. 

X. 

Persons  who  are  not  descendants  of  said  Hans  Graf,  may  be  elected 
honorary  members  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  pay  the 
."iame  fee,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  any  other 
members. 

XI. 

Every  member,  and  every  honorary  >n ember  f)f  this  association 
shall  be  eii titled  to  a  published  copy  of  the  history  of  the  Hans  Gral 
Family,  giving  the  names  of  each  of  his  descendants,  both  the  living 
and  tlu'  dead,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  completed,  and  shall  have 
at  all  times  free;  access  to  the  records  and  papers  in  possession  of  the 
association. 

XI  J. 

This  association  shall  hold  one  annual  meeting  in  each  year,  at 
such  time  and  place  in  the  C'onnty  of  Lancaster,?*., as  the  President, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  desig- 
nate, of  which  notice  shall  be  given  one  month  previously.  Special 
meetings  may  be  held  whenever  and  wherever  called,  as  provided  in 
Article  IV.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  presented  at  each  meet- 
ing, by  the  President  or  Secretary.

At  a  meeting  of  the  association  held  on  the  29th  day  of  August, 
1866,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted. 

Whereas— In  the  year  of  1807,  it  will  he  150  years  since  Hans 
Graf  settled  in  Earl  township,  Lancaster  county,  Pennsylvania: 

Remhed — That  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conjunction  Avith  the 
other  officers,  be  hereby  instructed  to  make  arrangements  for  hold- 
ing a  semi-centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Hans  Graf  Family  Assoc ia- 


tion,  to  provide  that  one  or  more  addresses  be  delivered  suitable  to 
the  occasion,  to  which  meeting  all  the  members  of  the  TIans  Graf 
Family  Association,  shall  be  specially  invited  by  public  notice,  as 
well  as  all  persons  wlio  may  choose  to  attend  the  same. 


A  few  (J  il)(-  (if'.sc.(;r.'!.in/.:-.  «  f  Um,';:;  T^i  «/,  ^luri".";  many  yi-urr,  past, 
expressed  a  desire  to  pre.\(;rvi.  tlie  history  jind  u:eMJ;i,lo_L«;y  oi  their  fam- 
ily. They  saw  the  oldest  members  of  the  family,  one  after  another 
rapidly  carried  to  the  jj:ravc,  and  it  became  obvious  to  them,  that 
unless  some  means  were  taken  to  preserve  its  history,  that  the  stories 
of  tradition  handed  down  from  father  to  son  must  soon  be  forgotten  •, 
and  the  numerous  descendants  of  this  ancestor,  be  forever  unable 
to  trace  their  descent  to  one  of  the  first  emigrants,  among  the  pio- 
neers of  liberty,  who  fled  from  oppression  in  the  kingdoms  of  Europe 
and  planted  the  seeds  of  our  free  government  in  the  wilds  of  America. 

At  one  time  it  was  proposed  to  erect  a  monument  at  the  tomb  of 
Hans  Graf,  the  first  settler  of  Earl  township.  But  as  in  the  case  of 
Moses,  his  sepulchre  was  then  unknown ;  and  no  one  could  tell  where 
his  bones  had  been  laid  to  rest.  This  however  led  to  inquiry  and 
search  for  his  grave,  which  was  soon  after  discovered  in  the  grave- 
yard attached  to  Groff' s  meeting  house,  marked  with  a  rough  sand- 
stone slab,  on  which  the  initials  H.  G.  are  still  legible,  though  nearly 
effaced  by  the  rains  and  snows  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  winters- 
The  examination  of  title  papers,  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  land  now 
belonging  to  the  meeting  house,  was  purchased  by  said  Hans  Graf, 
from  the  heirs  of  William  Penn,  the  proprietors  of  the  colony  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  deeded  to  the  meeting  house,  or  society  of  Men- 
nonites,  by  one  of  the  sons  of  Hans  Graf. 

On  several  occasions,  also,  reports  were  received  by  some  of  the 
family,  substantiated  by  what  seemed  to  be  plausible  evidence  of 
large  estates  in  distant  parts  of  the  country,  which  would  revert  to 
some  of  the  descendants  of  Hans  Graf,  if  their  ancestry  could  be 
traced  up  and  legally  established. 

After  some  preliminary  meetings  which  soon  became  interesting 
and  pleasing  as  social  gatherings,  and  profitable  in  eliciting  informa- 
tion, and  developing  the  magnitude  and  eventful  history  of  the  fam- 
ily, it  was  agreed  to  form  a  permanent  family  association,  the  nature 
and  object  of  which  are  briefly  set  forth  in  the  Constitution. 

That  such  an  association  can  be  made  highly  interesting  as  w  ell  as 
useful,   will  scarcely  be   questioned.     Although  in  our  democratic 


republican  government,  there  is  no  distinction  of  blood,  and  all  men 
are  brothers  and  equals  before  the  law,  and  every  man  properly 
honored  only  according  to  his  merits,  and  not  as  in  England,  accord- 
ing to  his  family ;  yet  we  believe  that  more  care  should  be  exercised 
in  preserving  the  genialogy  of  our  people.  Not  only  as  a  matter  of 
personal  interest,  but  as  a  matter  of  public  utility  also.  Death  is 
constantly  distributing  property  ;  and  how  often  are  courts  and  juries 
perplexed  in  deciding  on  the  distribution  of  estates  ? 

In  many  cases  estates  have  been  pending  for  many  years  and  pos- 
sibly not  justly  awarded  in  the  end,  because  the  proper  information 
could  not  be  had.  How  easily  could  each  generation  record  its  own 
nativity  1  The  Legislatures  of  some  of  the  states,  aware  of  this  in- 
dififerance  of  the  people,  have  provided  against  it,  by  enacting  laws, 
requiring  a  public  record  of  each  birth  ;  and  should  not  the  individual 
himself  show  as  much  interest  to  his  own  nativity  as  Legislative 
bodies  ? 

The  nations  of  antiquity  looked  upon  this  matter  as  one  of  great 
importance.  Without  the  modern  facilities  of  cheap  paper  and  print, 
ing  presses,  they  preserved  their  genialogy  through  many  generations 
with  wonderful  accuracy.  It  is  remarkable  with  what  facility  the 
Apostles  trace  the  genialogy  of  our  Saviour  througli  forty-two  gener- 
ations in  a  direct  line  back  to  Adam  and  the  beginning  of  the  world. 

We  hope,  therefore,  this  association  may  not  be  looked  upon  as  a 
selfish  one.  Though  formed  expressly  to  trace  up  a  particular  family, 
all  other  persons  who  may  wish  to  do  so,  are  invited  to  become 
members  of  it,  and  to  participate  in  all  its  meetings.  The  object 
will  be  to  merit  the  approbation  of  the  pubUc,  and  we  cherish  the 
hope  that  it  may  become  exemplary  for  good,  and  that  other  similar 
associations  may  be  formed  in  various  parts  of  the  country.  The 
family  of  many  of  the  first  settlers  in  America,  who  came  here  before 
the  cradle  of  Liberty  was  rocked,  could  at  this  day  still  be  traced  up- 
In  a  generation  later,  this  will  be  almost  impossible,  as  time  will 
then  have  efiaced  the  records  of  tradition  ;  and  so  future  generations 
would  loose  all  traces  of  their  nationality  or  ancestry  at  the  beginning 
of  our  government.  And  should  our  nation,  as  we  hope  it  may,  sur- 
vive many  centuries,  and  become  as  old  as  England  or  China  in  the 
progress  of  greatness,  may  it  not  be  hoped  that  some  few  at  least,  a 
thousand  years  hence,  through  the  incipient  agency  of  this  associa- 
tion, may  be  able  to  trace  back  their  lineal  ancestry  through  the 
changes  of  time,  and  the  succession  of  generations,  to  Hans  Graf, 
who  settled  in  America  sixty  years  before  the  declaration  of  Ameri- 
can Independence. 

On  the  subject  of  consanguinity,' wc  quote  a  few  passages  from  the 
learned  Sir  William  Blackfitone  :' 
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"  The  doctrine  of  lineal  conwiingiiinity  is  sufficiently  plain  and 
obvious  ;  but  it  is  at  the  lirst  view  astonishing^  to  consider  the  number 
of  lineal  aucestors  which  every  man  has,  within  no  very  great  num- 
ber of  degrees ;  and  so  many  dilferent  bloods  is  a  man  said  to  contain 
in  his  veins,  as  he  has  lineal  ancestors.  Of  these  he  has  two  m  the 
first  ascending  degree,  his  own  parents;  he  has  four  in  the  second, 
the  parents  of  his  father,  and  the  parents  of  his  mother;  he  has  eight 
in  the  third,  the  parents  of  his  two  grandfathers,  and  two  grandmoth- 
ers ',  and  by  the  same  rule  of  progression  he  has  a  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  in  the  seventh  ;  a  thousand  and  twenty-four  in  tiie  tenth 
and  at  the  twentieth  degree,  or  the  distance  ol  twenty  generations, 
every  man  has  above  a  million  of  ancestors,  as  common  arithmetic 
will  demonstrate. 

"  And  as  we  are  taught  by  holy  writ,  that  there  is  one  couple  of 
ancestors  belonging  to  us  all,  from  whom  the  whole  race  of  mankind 
is  descended,  the  obvious  and  undeniable  consequence  is,  that  all 
men  are  in  some  degree  related  to  each  other.  For  in  deed  if  we 
only  suppose  each  couple  of  our  ancestors  to  have  left,  one  with 
another,  two  children  ;  and  each  of  those  children  on  an  average  to 
have  left  two  more  (and  without  such  a  supposition,  the  human  spe- 
cies nuist  be  daily  deminishing) ;  we  shall  find  that  all  of  us  have  now 
subsisting  near  two  hundred  and  seventy  millions  of  kindred  in  the 
fifteenth  degree,  at  the  same  distance  from  the  several  common  an- 
cestors as  ourselves  are  ;  besides  those  that  are  one  or  two  descents 
nearer  to,  or  farther  from  the  common  stock,  who  may  amount  to  as 
many  more.  xVnd  if  this  calculation  should  appear  incompatible  with 
the  number  of  inhabitants  on  the  earth,  it  is  because  by  intermar- 
riage among  the  several  descendants  from  the  same  ancestor,  a  hun- 
dred, or  a  thousand  modes  of  consanguinity  may  be  consolidated  in 
one  person,  or  he  may  be  related  to  us  a  hundred  or  a  thoasand  dif- 
ferent ways. 

"'■  This  immense  increase  of  numbers  depends  on  the  supposition 
that  no  one  marries  a  relation  ;  but  to  avoid  such  a  connexion  it  will 
very  soon  be  necessarj'  to  leave  the  kingdom. 

"  If  two  men  and  two  women  were  put  upon  an  uninhabited  island, 
and  became  two  married  couple,  if  they  had  only  two  children  each, 
a  male  and  a  female,  who  respectively  intermarried,  and  in  like  man- 
ner produced  two  children,  who  are  thus  continued  ad  mjinitum  ;  it  is 
clear  that  there  would  never  be  more  than  four  persons  in  each  gen- 
eration ;  and  if  the  parents  lived  to  see  their  great  grand-children,  the 
whole  number  would  never  be  more  than  sixteen;  andt;hus  the  fam- 
ilies might  be  perpetuated  without  any.  incestuous  connexion." 
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
